Condemnation proceedings for the 
widening of Central Avenue between 
Lima and Hermosa were or<lored by 
the city trustees at Lheir meeting last 
night, after countless delays, and 
negotiations with the owners of prop¬ 
erty directly affected. Ordinance No. 
204 was introduced ordering the 
widening of the street and directing 
the city attorney to commence, with¬ 
in 60 days of its passage, the nec¬ 
essary proceedings in the superior 
court. 

The matter came up as one of the 
last items of one of the longest ses¬ 
sions in months. Trustee Noursc re¬ 
ported his findings as to the probable 
cost of necessary alterations to the 
Norris building and the board de¬ 
cided to abandon all attempts to get 
together with the property owners on 
the amount of damages due them. 

Trustee Johnson said it was now 
up to the board to do one of three 
things, accept the propositions in¬ 
volving an expense of about $1,350. 
proceed with the condemnation, or 


regular meeting will be heard at that 
time. The meeting falls on the 26th. 

Canyon Street* 

Chairman Griggs of the street com¬

rules to Prevent mountain fires 

Precautions of tho simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserve* last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you threw it away, 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothin to catch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

Capable 
of great accomplishment when un¬ 
der the stimuli of his enthusiasms 
in ordinary times, the Slav is an 
easy going, improvident, open hand¬ 
ed person, essentially likable, but 
lacking that practical characteristic

sudly; intensely practical and hard 
headed, without a trace of mysti- 
I cism, frugal to the point of avarice;

sion; above all, possessed of a dog¬ 
ged, plodding, almost ferocious 
energy translating itself normally 
into unremitting labor -such is the 
folk. “The Bulgar on his ox cart,” 
says the national proverb, “pursues 
the hare and overtakes it.”—Cen¬ 
tury Magazine.

For in¬ 
stance, stra wherries ami raspberries 
contain over No per cent of water, and 
this Is why when cooked llllle or no 
wnler ouphl to he used. Their llacored 
water is loo delicate of eharaeler to lie 
extended or I hiiiund. 

It would seem as though nine leulhs 
or more of the world did not know 
what, rigidly cooked green beans were, 
for. as served, they are halfway lo 
herbs. If a cook who Is cooking beans 
or celery In a large amount of water 
will stay by them observing!}’ she will 
note at a certain point in the cooking 
that they give off an odor that is dis 
tinclly liei'hlike. When lids lakes place. 
Iil< flavor of the vegetable has been 
violently wrenched out- Of course 
there has been a waste of fuel to keep 
so much water boiling, and the iiuiH- 
uictit of the vegetable, which Is not 
what gives it dietetic value hut is worth 
something, lias been lessened by halt 
or more. 

Measure for measure of wnler Is all 
and often more than is needed fot 
fruits and vegetables containing much 
wider, when small or cut In smut! 
pieces. A potato cut in thin slices will 
cook In about onc-lourtli the water 
needed when li Is whole. We ought tf, 
know something about the amount ot 
water in I he foods we cook and be gov 
erned accordingly For Instance, green 
beans contain N.'l per cent of water and 
spinach '.rj per cent We talk a great 
deal about meat juices ami cook so as 
b> preserve them Then* is far more ol 
variety In vegetables, and there are 
ways of preserving these juices 
Frying Tomatoes Properly. 
Tomatoes contain about P."> per cent 
of water, a spicy, delicious water w hich 
of ilseir is far more wholesome and 
more gently piipianl dim the spiced 
tomato bouillon. This water can lit 
preserved If tomatoes are sliced In me 
ditllii slices, lightly sailed and fried in 
blitter over a very gentle tire. If tin 
lire Is too hot at the start il dries the 
juice in and scorches the slices. If too 
hot when l he juice comes out to Join 
die blltlcr this Is cooked on to (lie pan. 
Turn nfler three minutes and cook on 
other side These are really tomatoes 
sie ved III their own juices
